of Plants by Seeds. 


Extract from “ Practical Floriculture,’ by PETER HENDERSON. 


4 
Gq HE propagation of plants, of all kinds, by seeds, isa matter in which instructions can only to a cer- 
|) tain extent be given. Long experience only can give the necessary knowledge for the full under- 
} standing of the proper temperature and humidity essential for the successful germination of the 
different varieties. It may be laid down as a safe rule, however, that for the hardier varieties, a low 
medium temperature is required, say from 45° to 60°, and for the tender species, a temperature from 75° 
to 90°. 


If Pansy seed is sown in July or August, where the temperature in the shade averages 80°, no matter 
how moist the soil is kept, if germination takes place at all it will be of so feeble a kind that the seedlings 
will not continue a healthy existence; but if the same seed were sown in September or October, with an 
average temperature of say 69° in the shade, a quick and healthy germination would be the result. The 
same rule applies to Cinerarias, Calceolarias, Auriculas, Primulas, and all other plants of this half-hardy 
nature. English, Scotch, and Irish gardeners, before they have had time for experience in this country, 
are apt to fal} into the common error of sowing all these seeds too soon. Though itis proper to sow these 
seeds in July and August in England, with us, in this section, it must be delayed to September or October, 
and in warm latitudes still later, or failure is almost certain to follow. On the other hand, if we attempt 
to germinate Portulacas, Balsams, Amaranths, Zinnias, or other plants of tropical origi, in the medium 
temperature of 50°, they will either remain dormant until a higher temperature occurs, or perish. Ignor- 
ance of, or inattention to, these conditions, is far oftener the cause of failure than want of vitality in seeds. 


Whether seeds are sown in the open border, in the window-garden of the parlor, in the hot-bed, or 
green-house, the same conditions should be followed, as far as practicable. In the open border there is 
not always a choice ofsoil, but if soil is to be prepared, let it be of a light nature; leaf'mould from the 
woods, and well pulverized muck from the swamps, are excellent to sift on as a covering; or, where it is 
obtainable, the mould formed by decayed refuse hops is of great value as a covering for seeds. We have 
employed this exclusively as a covering for seeds of all kinds for many years, with results which have been 
vastly superior to those we had when we did not use it. 


Tt must be borne in mind, that at first seeds do not so much need a fertile soil as they do one having 
the necessary mechanical condition; this is found exactly in the light, moisture-retaining nature of hop- 
mould. Wecan give no better rule than the old one of covering seeds to about their own depth with 
mould, although something depends on the weight of the material with which they are covered. One- 
fourth of an inch in depth of hop-mould or leaf-mould would be no more than equivalent to half that depth 
of ordinary loam; hence the adyantage in using it, as it gives the seed a moist, springy covering, through 
which the tiny germ can freely push. 


We know it is a practice very common with amateurs, and many gardeners, when starting seeds in hot- 
bed or green-house, to use flower-pots in their operations; they are generally two-thirds filled with pot- 
sherds, overlaying which is an inchor two of soil, and on this the seed is sown. Any continuation of dry 
weather necessitates almost daily watering of th: fiower-pots; this bakes or hardens the surface, while a 
day’s inattention to them drys the soil, while it is in this condition, so as to injure the vitality of the seeds; 
hence very unsatisfactory results follow this practice too often. 


For many years we have entirely discarded the use of earthen flower-pots or pans for the purpose of 
sowing seeds, and use shallow boxes instead. These we prepare by cutting the common-sized soap-box 
in three pieces, each one of a depth of about twoinches. These boxes are filled with the prepared soil to 
the depth of 114 inches, whichis gently and evenly pressed, so as to give an entirely level surface; the seeds 
are then sown, and a light covering, from 1's to 14 part of an inch thick, according to size or strength of 
seed, is sifted over them, through a sieve having a mesh only sth part of an inch in diameter. The cover- 
ing is gently pressed, to prevent the air penetrating the loose soil and drying up the seeds; watering, which 
it is well to avoid as much as possible, is thus rendered less necessary. Be careful, however, not to let 
them suffer for moisture, as in the weak condition of seedlings most plants are quickly injured by neglect 
of this kind, and, even with all possible care, we experience serious losses. Many varieties will “‘damp 
off,’’ as we term it, just as the first rough leaves are being formed; this, however, is not the result of 
excessive moisture, as it occurs just as quickly in a dry temperature as a moist one. It is evidently caused 
by the same insiduous spider-web-like substance that is known among gardeners as the “fungus of tke 
cutting bench,” and is evidently one of the minute fungi of which we have so manyrepresentatives. The 
best preventive of this disease, as it is sometimes called, is, just as soon as the seedling plants can be 
handled, to take them from the seed-boxes, and prick them out in boxes of similar mould, from 4% to 2 
inches apart, according to the variety. This is a much better method than potting them off in flower-pots, 
as it not only saves time and room, but they always do better. In the flower-pots they are liable to be 
dried up, and the tender roots of the seedling plant thereby auickly destroyed.

Novelties in Flower Seeds for 1875. 


Aster, Cellular Victoria Crimson. A very fine glowing color, forming a worthy 
companion to the carmine rose variety, which was, till now, the sole representative of 
this recently introduced splerdid race. Independently of the beauty of the color, this 
novelty is thoroughly constant, a property not shared by the carmine rose sort, which 
always produces a large percentage of the Victoria Needle Aster. Per packet, 50 cents. 


Alonsoa Linifolia. This species surpasses in every respect the few sorts of the 
genus Alonsoa at present known. An uncommonly free-flowering nature and dwarf 
graceful habit, combined with an exceedingly pretty dark green foliage, agreeably con- 
trasting with its gay-colored flowers, are characteristics possessed by this novelty, 
which cannot fail to procure for it rapid and universal cultivation. Itis easily grown, 
and is susceptible of both pot avd open-ground culture. Employed either for large or 
small masses, or as isolalated specimens, the Alonsoa linifolia, bearing as it doesa 
striking resemblance to certain of the elegant-foliaged New Holland plants, will produce 
a surprisingly beautiful effect. Per packet, 50 cents. 

Alonsoa Myrtifolia. This new variety is of a larger and more vigorous growth 
than the preceding. The individual flowers are larger by far than in any other species 
of this genus, and of an intenser scarlet than those of Alonsoa linifolia. It makes a 
very good pot plant, but, by reason of its strong-growing nature, it is principally 
adapted for beds in the open ground, for which, on account of the showiness of its 
flowers, it will be found of great service.

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Bismarck Larkspur. Ked striped. This new race is intermediate between the Can- 
delabrum and Emperor Larkspurs, both of which have become such general favorites. 
In habit, the plants are similar to the last named, forming compact reversed pyramidal 
specimens, which attain the convenient height of 9 to 10inches; the foliage is of a lighter 
shade than that of other races. The Bismarck Larkspur constitutes a distinct new 
section, and is alike constant in habit, and color of flower.

Dicentra Chrysantha. This very distinct and interesting Fumitory, is of erect, 
rigid growth, from 24 to 4 feet in height, with handsome glaucous Rue-like foliage, 
twice or thrice pinnate, above which rises a branching panicle of erect golden yellow 
flowers, each nearly an inchinlength. It is sufficiently hardy for open ground in summer, 
but requires a slight protection in winter.

Galactites Tomentosa. Among the plants remarkable for their ornamental foliage, 
the Galactites Tomentosa deserves honorable mention. It is indigenous to the shores of 
the Mediterranean, growing from two to three feet high, of erect branching habit, with 
spiny divided foliage, prettily blotched with white, nearly smooth above, but very cot- 
tony aud white on the under surface. The stems and branches are terminated by soli- 
tary flower heads of a pale purplish color. If sown as early as February, the plant 
blooms the first season; but stronger specimens are obtained by sowing in autumn.

TIME OF SOWING, cic. 

HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in the open border from April to June. Before 
sowing, which should be done on a five, dry day, carefully prepare the soil, and, in 
covering, regulate the thickness by the size of the seeds. Small seeds should be very 
lightly covered. Success in growing annuals depends in a great measure upon their 
being prcperly thinned to regular distances, so as to give plenty of room for the fuil 
development of each plant. ‘This, in too many instances, is entirely neglected ; hence 
the dissatisfaction so often expressed as to their use. 

HALF-HARDY AND TENDER ANNUALS may be sown in March and April in 
shallow boxes, and placed on a slight hot-bed, and, when strong enough, pricked out 
into a cool frame near the glass, where they may get hardened and well established for 
transplanting into their blooming quarters in May, or potted off singly for green-house 
or conservatory decoration. Under ordinary circumstances, most of the varieties will 
bloom freely if sown in the open ground about the middle of May. 

BIENNIALS AND PERENNIALS.—The more select and tender varieties for 
summer and autumn blooming may be sown in a gentle heat in March and April, and 
treated in the manner recommended for half-hardy annuals. The hardy kinds may be 
sown in the open border from April to August, in prepared beds, and when strong 
enough potted off singly, or transplanted to the open ground, where they are intended 
to bloom the following year. During the winter, protect the plants with a light 
covering of leaves or coarse manure. 

The following points should be observed in sowing seeds of all kinds :—“Sowing 
should never be done upon soil in a very wet condition; if it is necessary, for any 
special reason, to sow when the soil is very wet, a half an inch depth should be scraped 
off and replaced with dry soil. As a general rule, the surface should be rather dry 
than wet. Seeds should. never be sown too deep—this is a fertile cause of failure with 
inexperienced gardeners. A depth of about twice the average diameter of the seeds 
themselves is a good general principle to follow in this respect ; this will bring the 
majority of seeds but just under the surface, and some of the very finest will not be 
actually covered at all, but just sprinkled over the surface, and a little pressure applied. 
This is quite sufficient. As arule, the more thinly the seeds are strewn the better. 
If seeds are sown in dry weather, water must be given from a fine rose water-pot, and, 
unless rain comes must be followed up regularly every day or two, as it is certain to be 
fatal to seeds just sprouted, if absolute drought should overtake them. It is obvious 
that moist and rainy weather is the best for seed sowing. If the water-pot is used it 
must be done with judgement—an excess of moisture is as harmful as too little, and 
will produce decay. The seedsman repeatedly gets the blame for the non-growth of 
seeds, when the failure is entirely attributable to neglect of the above precautions. 
Watering in summer should be performed in the evening; but when slight frosts are 
feared, earlier in the day, so that it may be fairly drained away before night.

HOW, WHEN, AND WHERE TO SOW. 


Extract from “ Gardening for. Profit,” by PETER HENDERSON. 


or, S seed-sowing is the starting point of cropping, a thorough knowledge of the con- 
x ditions necessary for the germination of the different varieties will go far towards 

putting the tyro in gardening well on the way to success. The very general want 
of knowledge in this matter is too often the cause of much undeserved censure upon the 
seedsman, for in nine cases out of ten the failure is not with the seeds, but results from 
the time or manner of planting. When the owner of a garden sends his order for seeds 
to the seedsman, it is generally a complete list of all he wants for the season. They are 
received, and the interesting operation of sowing is begun; first in a hot-bed, if he has 
one, often as early as the first week in February (a month too soon by the way), and in 
go indiscriminately, at the same date, and under the same sash, his seeds of Cabbage, 
Cauliflower, Lettuce and Egg-plant, Peppers and Tomatoes. Yet even in the waning 
heat of this early hot-bed, where a thermometer would possibly not indicate more than 
fifty degrees, he finds in a week or so his Cabbage, Lettuce and Cauliflower, ‘‘coming 
through” nicely, but, as yet, no Evg-plants, Peppers or Tomatoes. He impatiently 
waits another week, makes an examination, and discovers that instead of his Tomatoes 
and Egg-plants beginning to vegetate, they are commencing to rot. It is now plain to 
him that he has been cheated; he has been sold old seed, and if he does nothing worse, 
he forever after looks upon the seedsman he has patronized as a venal wretch, destitute 
of principle and honesty. But he must have Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg-plants, and he 
buys again from another seedsman, warranted honest. He renews his hot-bed; it is 
now a month later, and a bright March sun, with milder nights, give him the proper 
temperature in his hot-bed—70 or 80 degrees—and his eyes are at last gladdened by the 
sprouting of the troublesome seed. April comes with warm sunshine, inviting him to 
begin to “make garden” outside. He has yet the balance of the original lot of seeds 
that he bought in February. But as he is still entirely befogged about the cause of 
his failure in the first hot-bed, he begins to open ground operations with little confidence 
in his seeds, but as he has got them, they may as well be tried; «nd again he sows in the 
same day, his Peas and Lima Beans, Radishes and Pumpkins, Onions and Sweet Corn. 
Hardy and tender get the same treatment. The result must of necessity be the same as 
it was in the hot-bed, the hardy seeds duly vegetate, while the tender are of course 
rotted. This time he is not surprised, for he is already convinced that seedsman No. 1 
is a rascal, and only wonders how any of his seeds grew at all, so he again orders from 
seedsman No. 2 for the articles that have failed. Here circumstances continue to favor 
the latter, for by this time the season has advanced in its temperature, and the seeds 
duly vegetate. Every farmer knows that, in this latitude, he can sow Oats or Wheat 
in March and April, but that ifhe sows his Corn or Pumpkins at the same time, they 
will perish. This he knows, but he may not know that what is true of the crops of the 
farm is equally true of the garden. Hence the importance of a knowledge of the season 
when to sow vegetable seeds, or set out plants. The temperature best fitted for the 
germination of seeds of the leading kinds will be best understood by the tabular form 
given below:

CELERY.

Our manner of treating the Celery crop of late years is very much simplified. In- 
stead of sowing the seed in a hot-bed or cold frame, as formerly, it is sown in the open 
ground as soon as it is fit to work in April, and kept carefully clear of weeds until the 
time of planting in June and July. The tops are shorn off once or twice before planting, 
so as to insure “stocky” plants, which suffer less on being transplanted. 

After the ground has been nicely prepared, lines are struck out on the level surface, 
three feet apart, and the plants set six inches apart inrows. Ifthe weather is dry at 
the time of planting, great care should be taken that the roots are properly “firmed.” 
Our custom is, to turn back on the row, and press by the side of each plant gently with 
the foot. This compacts the soil, and partially excludes the air from the root until 
new rootlets are formed, which will usually be in forty-eight hours, after which all dan- 
gerisover. This practice of pressing the soil closely around the roots is essential in 
planting of all kinds, and milliovs of plants are annually destroyed by its omission. 
After the planting of the Celery is completed, nothing further is to be done for six or 
seven weeks, except running through between the rows with the cultivator or hoe, and 
freeing the plants of weeds until they get strong enough to crowd them down. This will 
bring us to about the middle of August, by which time we have usually that moist and 
cold atmosphere essential to the growth of Celery. Then we begin the “earthing up,” 
necessary for blanching and whitening that which is wanted for use during the months 
of September, October and November. The first operation is that of “ handling,” as we 
term it, that is, after the soil has been drawn up against the plant with the hoe, it is 
further Grawn close around each plant by the hand, firm enough to keep the leaves in 
an upright position and prevent them from spreading. This being done, more soil is 
drawn against the row (either by the plow or hoe, as circumstances require), so as to 
keep the plant in this upright position. The blanching process must, however, be fin- 
ished by the spade, which is done by digging the soil from between the rows, and bank- 
ing it up clear to the top on each side of the row of Celery. Three feet is ample distance 
between the dwarf varieties; but when larger sorts are used, the width of the rows must 
be at least four-and-a-half or five feet.

MUSHROOM SPAWN. 

Mushrooms may be grown in a warm Cellar or shed in winter, or in the open air in 
summer, Take partially dry, fresh horse manure, and lay it in a heap to ferment; turn 
and mix it well every few days, and when well and equally fermented, which will be in 
from ten to fifteen days, it may be made into a bed four feet wide and about two feet 
deep, mixing it well together, and beating or treading it firmly. As soon as the tem- 
perature of the bed falls from 75 to 50 degrees, the Spawn may be inserted in pieces 
about the size of a walnut, about two inches deep, and six inches apart. Cover with 
loamy soil about two inches deep, and beat it down evenly and firmly. Finish off with 
a covering of clean straw or hay about a foot thick, and protect from heavy rains. 
Water when necessary with luke-warm water, and expect Mushroomsin from four to 
six weeks.

Peas come earliest to maturity in light rich soil. For general crop, a deep rich 
loam, or a strong loam inclining to clay, is best. For early crops, decomposed leaves or 
leaf-mould should be used, or if the soit is very poor, stronger manure may be employed. 
For general crops, a good dressing should be applied, and for the dwarf growing kinds, 
the soil can hardly be too rich. When grown as a market crop, Peas are never staked, 
and are sown in single rows, two to three inches deep, and from two to three feet apart, 
according to the variety or the strength of the soil. When grown in small quantities 
for private use, they are generally sown in double rows, six or eight inches apart, and 
the tall varieties staked up by brush. For an early crop sow in February or March, as 
soon as the ground can be worked; and make repeated sowings every two weeks for suc- 
cession. After the first of June, sowing should be discontinued until the middle of 
August, when a good crop may generally be secured by sowing an early sort.

The Potato, like all robust-growing vegetables, can be grown with varying success 
on soils of all kinds, and in all conditions of fertility, but the soil best suited to it is a 
sandy loam. In all heavy soils it is more subject to disease, and the flavor is also much 
inferior. In breaking up good pasture land, tne decaying sod answers sufficiently well 
for the first year in lieu of manure. Manure is applied either in rows or hills, or broad- 
cast over the hills, and plowed in, the latter in most cases being preferable. If the soil 
is good, but little manure is required. In highly enriched soil, the plants are more 
liable to disease than when grown in soil that is naturally good. The best fertilizers 
are those of a dry or absorbent nature, as plaster, lime, super-phosphate of lime, and 
bone dust. For wet soils, these are particularly beneficial as they not on!y promote 
growth, but prevent disease. Plant as early in spring as the ground can be had in fair 
working order, in hills or ridges, about three feet apart; covering, in light warm soils, 
about four inches deep, but in cold, wet situations, two and a half or three inches will 
be sufficient.

Light 
soils are best suited for their growth, and it is most economical of manure to prepare 
hills for the seeds in ordinary manner, by incorporating two or three shovelsful of well- 
rotted manure with the soil, for each hill.

Eight or ten seeds 
should be sown in each hill, thinning out after they have attained their rough leaves, 
leaving three or four of the strongest plants.

This delicious vegetable is one of the most important of all garden products. The 
seed should be sown in a hot-bed about the first week in March, in drills five inches 
apart, and half an inch deep. When the plants are about two inches high they should 
be set out four or five inches apart in another hot-bed, or removed into small pots, 
allowing asingle plant to a pot; they are sometimes transplanted a second time into 
larger pots, by which process the plants are rendered more sturdy and branching. 
About the middle of May the plants may be set in the open ground; they are planted, 
for early crops, on light, sandy soil, at a distance of three feet apart, in hills, in which 
a good shovelful of rotted manure has been mixed. On heavy soils, which are not 
suited for an early crop, they should be planted four feet apart. Water freely at the 
time of transplanting, and shelter from the sun for a few days until the plants are 
established. Sufficient plants for a small garden may be started by sowing a few seeds 
a a pelee box or flower-pot, and placing it in a sunny window of the sitting room or

The first point is to get the ground shaped to the desired grade, taking care in 

grading that when hills are removed, sufficient sub-soil is also removed to be 

replaced with top-soil, so that at least six inches of good soil will overlay the 
whole in all places. When the grading is finished, drains should be laid wherever ne- 
cessary ; then the whole should be thoroughly plowed, a sub-soil following in the wake 
of the common plow, until it is completely pulverized. A heavy harrow should then be 
applied until the surface is thoroughly fined down; all stones, roots, etc., should be 
removed, so that a smooth surface may be obtained. The lawn is now ready to be 
sown. When the seed is sown, a light harrow should again be applied, and after that 
a thorough rolling given, so that the surface is made as smooth as possible. In the 
latitude of New-York the seed may be sown any time during the months of April and 
May, and will form a good lawn by August, if the preparation has been good. Ifsown 
in the hot months of June or July, a sprinkling of oats should be sown at the same 
time, so that the shade given by the oats will protect the young grass from the sun. 
Lawns are also sometimes sown during the early Fall months with excellent results. 
For small plots, of course, digging, trenching and raking must be done, instead of 
plowing, subsoiling and harrowing.

RHUBARB ROOTS. 


Rhubarb roots may be planted early in spring, or in fall, setting the roots three feet 
apart each way; if planted in spring on ground well prepared, a full crop may be gath- 
ered the succeeding season. It requires but little labor; once planted, it will remain in 
bearing condition for three or four years, only requiring a top-dressing of manure, dug 
in, in spring or fall. 

Rhubarb is a most simple and convenient plant for forcing, which may be done either 
by hoeing the crowns, or inverting barrels over them in early spring, say two or three 
weeks before the weather opens, and covering the whole bed up to the depth of 3 feet, 
with leaves or other heating material. Rhubarb requires no light in forcing, the stalks 
being much more tender when light is excluded. Another method is to lift the roots in 
a mass in the fall, and place them in a back shed or furnace room; such situations as 
are adapted for the forcing of Mushrooms, will force Rhubarb; the requirements being 
moisture, and a temperature of from 45° to 60°.

STRAWBERRY PLANTS. 


Cultivation.—The best time to plantis in April and May; if planted in fall, from the 
middle of October to middle of November is the best time, as the roots are then well 
ripened and better able to bear transplanting than if taken up in September, when the 
plants are still growing, and the roots soft and easily damaged by exposure. Straw- 
berries may be grown on any soil that will produce corn or potatoes. A light clay 
loam, well enriched with rotten barnyard manure, is the most favorable soil for most 
varieties. As soon as the plants are received, open the package or box at once, and, if 
possible, plant the same day. Ifthe ground i is not ready, or for other causes the plant- 
ing has to be delayed, untie each bundle and heel in the plants in a shady place, or cover 
with damp moss and ‘keep in a cool cellar until ready for planting. In the garden, 
plant in rows 18 inches apart, by 12 inches in the rows; after every third row, leave a 
space of two feet instead of 18 inches for a path. In the field, for cultivation by horses, 
the rows should be three feet apart. After the beds are marked out, make, with a 
hoe or a trowel, a hole for each plant, large enough to admit all the roots of the plant 
without crowding or bending them over. “Then spread the roots in the hole and then fill 
up the hole to the crown of the plant, but no more. If the ground is very dry, it is best 
to plant towards evening, and to water the plants well. To secure healthy plants and a 
bountiful crop of fruit, the year after planting, the plants should not be allowed to bear 
the first season ; the runners must be cut off before the tips take root, and the grounds 
kept loose and free from weeds. When lasting cold weather sets in, in this latitude about 
the last week in November, the plants should be covered with straw or leaves, or salt 
hay, or any other light material to the depth of one or two inches. This mulch is not 
removed until after the bearing of the plant. In the spring, when the strawberry 
leaves start, open with a pointed stick or the hand, the mulch over the crown ofeach 
plant. No other care is required before bearing. ’ After the last picking the mulch is 
to be taken away altogether, and the beds cultivated as during the previous season. 
A strawberry bed managed i in this way will last three to four years, so that in order to 
secure a full supply of berries every season, a new bed should be laid out every second 
year.
